METAL EGGS FOR 

aXJUNO DR1NK8. 

One of the oddest of recent inven- 
tions is a refrigerating egg, as it 
might be called. It is an ovoid capsule 
of niokle-plated copper, about the sise 
and tnape of a ben's egg, hollow and 
nearly filled with water. For oee, it 
is froaeu. so that its oontenta booome 
ioe. If you have a glass of milk that 
is not cold enongh, yon do not like to 
put ioe into it. because dilution with 
water spoils the beverarge. Rot, if 
you have one of these eggs handy, you 
may drop it into tho glass, and in a 
few moments the liTiuid is retlnoed to 
the desired temperature. In the same 
way you may cool your cup of 
coffee, if it is too hot. and tbs idea 
is rqnally ai>plicable to any other 
drink. 

Manv people nowa<lays are disin- 
clined to UM Ice in their driakleg 
water, because It may ocotain germa. 
All danger is avoided by dropping ouo 
of these metal eggs into one *■ tumbler. 

I The refrigerating egg is a little less 
I than full of water, so as to allow for 
I the slight esiiansion of the liquid In 
Ifreexiug; otherwise, of course, ths
